The Hungarians are In a great state 


of excitement The talk of forming 
ono or two provisional regiments for 
long service at Homestead has increased 
among the troops, and it is likely that 
when Oov. Pattlson decides to keep 
men here until the trouble has onded, 
the supply of volunteers would be 
greater than the demand. Many of the 
officers hnvo a longer term of service 
than three months provisional force. 
They are of tho oplnon that the strik- 
ers aro patient enough in their deter- 
mination to wait quietly for them to 
leave and then take matters into their 
own hands again. 


In conversation with a United Press 


reporter yesterday a prominent officer 
said: "It is nonsunse to think of en- 
listing n provisional regiment for three 
months service. The men should be 
enlisted for a year. They may not bo 
ncudcd for that length of time, but 
it would bo well to have it known that 
they are to remain here for a year for 
the purpoRo of influencing tho strikers 
in doing what is right If they under- 
stood that tho troops would remain 
twelve months Instead of three, tho 
strikers would give up contemplating 
any means to cause trouble and things 
would settle down to their ordinary 
condition.

Vhilo it is not probable that any of- 
>rts will b« made by the miners' union 
o deliver those arrested, they are alert 
or any chance to make trouble. The 
nonunion men will resume work in tho 
ending mines here to-day. All the 
mines are being fortified so as to be 
mprcgnnble to future assaults.

Congressional Forecast-The Session 
Rmrintr It* Oloie. 


WASHruoToir, July IT.—Congress is 


rapidly approaching the end of the ses- 
sion, and. In tho opinion of the house 
leaders, this week 
will probably 


witness the closing scenes. On the 
other hand, however, the opinion pre- 
vails among the minority that adjourn- 
ment will not be reached before the 1st 
of August. 


The proceedings in the house this 


week will be confined largely to the 
consideration of appropriation bills. 
To-day Is suspension day, and several 
members are expecting a glance of 
recognition from the speaker to enable 
them to pass special measures. Tho 
bill to transfer the revenue marine 
service from the treasury to the navy 
department is one of the measures 
slated for consideration. 


lo-morrow at 18 o'clock a vote will 


be taken on the World's fair proposi- 
tion in the sundry civil bill, and It is 
believed a final vote on the bill iUclf 
will also occur on that day. 


The report on the investigation of 


the pension office will be called up to- 
morrow by Mr. Enloe, who hopes to 
have a cloture rule reported by the 
committee on rules in order to force a 
vote on tho question of adopting the 
majority's recommendation that Mr. 
Kaura be dismissed. 


The deficiency and the fortification 


appropriation bills are expected to re- 
ceive attention during tho latter part 
of the week. 


Senator Washburn, of Minnesota, re- 


mains firm in his belief that there is a 
set purpose on the part of the leaders 
in the senate to force an adjournment 
just as soon aa the last appropriation 
bill has been fully disposed of in order 
to prevent action by tho senate on the 
antioption bill in which he takes so 
much 
interest 
and 
which 
has 


passed the house 
and only needs 


concurrence by the senate to send 
it to the president He has shown by 
the test votes that there la a working 
majority of at least five in the senate 
in favor of tho enactment of some leg- 
islation on this subject, and he thinks 
he can get the bill through without 
material amendment if he can only 
call It up and make it unfinished busi- 
ness. His chief difficulty lies in the 
fact that so soon as he starts with the 
bill an appropriation bill is thrust in 
the road, and he finds himself facing 
no thoroughfare. The Minnesota sen- 
ator believes the announced intention 
of Mr. Aldricb, of Rhode Island, to 
make a set speech on the "tariff foi 
revenue" resolutions of Mr. Hale some 
time tills week, to be part of the 
same policy 
of delay, though the 


announcement 
that 
Mr. 
Aldrioh 


would make such a 
speech 
was 


made by Mr. Hale when he callec 
up the resolutions on the 88th ol 
June, 
before 
the antioption bil! 


came to the front. Whether the Min- 
nesota senator's suspicions are well 
founded or not, It Is apparent that the 
antioption bill Is the key to the situa- 
tion, so far as early adjournment Is 
concerned. If that bill can be post- 
poned until December, an adjournment 
between the 1st and 5th of August ia 
possible, or even probable. If it gets 
before the senate as tho continuing or- 
der, with all the appropriation bills out 
of tho way, there is no telling how long 
the session may last Senators who 
have voted with Mr. Washburn to take 
up tho bill are by no means satisfied 
with it to its present form. They will 
propose, and 
will 
probably 
carry 


amendments which will send it back 
for consideration by the house, and an 
almost interminable struggle may thus 
be brought out 


Thero is really nothing else likely to 


delay congress. The sundry civil bill, 
even with the World's fair boomerang 
attached can probably be disposed of in 
conference in ten or twelve working 
days; and tho pending fortifications 
and deficiency bills are likely to occupy 
still less time. 
The notice paper 


of the senate is full, but "brutem 
fulmen" might be written over nearly 
every suggested 
topic. 
Not one of 


them is likely to be taken up, except 
for an hour or two's talk. No legisla- 
tion is contemplated on any of them 
for this session, at least 


Mr. Butler's proposition to transfer 


the revenue marine from the treasury 
department to the navy is the only out- 
side bill of a national character upon 
which there seems to be a determined 
Intention to push a vote. That baa a 
majority of senators in its favor, but 
will encounter a strong talking opposi- 
tion on the floor, being bitterly antag- 
onized by such leaders as Sherman, on 
the republican, and Cockrell on the 
democratic aide, and having the sup- 
port of the present secretary of the 
navy and the opposition of the present 
secretary of the treasury. 


When the senate adjourned Saturday 


there were barely thirty house bills on 
the senate calendar requiring action 
onteide of a little batch of pension 
bills just received. All these could be 
dispatched if) two day*, or even leu 
time. Therefore, the prospect of an 
early adjournment as concerns the sen- 
ate, seems to hinge almost entirely on 
the course taken by the antioption bill.

THE CONTEST IN MIDLOTHIAN 


The lories will Put up Balfour Against 


the Orand Old Man. 


LONDON, July 18.—The movement to 


Induce Mr. Balfour to contest Midlo- 
thian against Mr. Gladstone when the 
latter resigns his seat on accepting 
office, is quite a persistent one. It has 
two pretexts. 
First, Mr. Balfour'n 


prominence, making him a fit antago- 
nist for the liberal leadership; second, 
that Balfour owns estates contiguous to 
Midlothian, and has various interests 
in that district, thus giving him some 
excuse for asking tho suffrages of the 
people there. 
It Is not considered 


probable, however, that Balfour will 
consent to fight Mr. Gladstone in this 
way. He is on very friendly per- 
sonal terms with his great political op- 
ponent. 


Pulling to obtain Mr. Dalfour's con- 


sent to run, the tories will probably 
put Col. Wauchope up again. 
The 


vhole machinery of the party will bo 
n-onghi into play, and it Is thought by 
he leaders there is a good chance to 
overcome Mr. Oladston's first majority 
of only aboi t seven hundred. 
Mr. 


Hadstone's -fiends regret hii recent 
boasting language in regard to the 
church vote In the division, where 


majority of the votes are church- 


men, many of whom will perhaps 
ink their ideas in favor of Irish 
.utonomy for the sake of demonstra- 
ting their loyalty to tho established 
kirk. 


The Scotch tories hold a banquet in

lins, of Chicago, 


IHCIHBR4TBD ON 4 FOBEHIIL PYRE 


By the Whltechapel Suicide Club, of 


Which He was the Originator and 


President and Finally One 


ol the Victims. 


CHICAGO, July 17.-At alonely spot In 


Indiana, on the shore of Lake Michi- 
gan, the body of Morris AUen Collins 
was incinerated on a funeral pyre last 
night, according to the expressed wish 
of the dead man. The lost lines penned 
oy him previous to his suicide one week 
ago, charged the Whitechapel club of 
Chicago to burn his body to an ash. 
Placed directly over a quantity of light 
wood in a funeral pyro twenty feet long, 
eight feet wide and eighteen feet high, 
the body was reduced to its elements in 
the course of two hours. 
The ashes 


were then placed in an urn and brought 
back to Chicago by the members of the 
club. 


The scene of the cremation was at a 


point three miles distant from Miller, 
Ind., almost inacoeslblc on acoount of 
bod roads, numerous pools and mo- 
rasses. A natural mound served as n 
rostrum, and after torches had been ap- 
plied on all sides of the big pyre, speak- 
ers mounted this knoll and addressed 
the small body of mourners on the me- 
taphysical topics suggested by Collins' 
life and tenets. 


Collins was a Texas man. Forced to 


depend upon his own abilities from an 
early age ho became a profound student 
of sociology, eventually becoming a 
writer of some note on thoines sug- 
jested by the relations of capital and 
abor. Collins mot with many reverses 
which emlttered his nature and made 


an advocate of suicide as an hon- 


orable means of ending his wo». He 
established a suicide club of which he 
was president to tho day of his death, 
a week ago. 


When the Whitochapcl club received 


Collins' instructions it immediately 
made preparations for carrying them 
out 
As soon as tho formalities made 


leoossary by law had been observed 
.he body was taken from tho morgue 
and prepared for Incineration. 
The 


pot in Indiana was chosen to avoid tho 
annoyance of keeping away tho idly 
urious. Little ceremony proceeded 
he firing of the structure. The Whitc- 
haplcrs, carrying a lighted pine knot, 
vound around the pyre three times, 
and then halted in lines forming a 
quare. The chaplain of the club made 


brief 
invocation, as did the chief 


lourner, after which the torch was ap- 
tiled.

Bultog by the PoBtoffloe Depart- 


ment oa the Subject. 


The public will be interested in a tul- 


mgton, on the matter of postmasters 
urntahing the addresses of their patrons 
to persons who may want them for the 
purpose of soliciting patronage, collect- 
ing billa, and the like. The First Aseu- 
tant Postmaster General, in his ruling 
on the subject says: "The postmaster 
is an agent of the government, and 
there ia no relation which the govern- 
ment sustains toward the people of such 
high trusts and of suoh peculiar and con- 
fidential character as in the transmission 
of sealed communications. The name of 
the person addressed is written on the 
outside of the letter for the single pur- 
pose of enabling the postmaster to de- 
liver it to the proper person. For any 
other purpose the postmaster is presumed 
to have no knowledge of the address. 
His knowledge is confined to the dis- 
charge of his official duties. Tie privacy 
of the service would be at an end if the 
postmaster could be required to disclose 
the name and address ot his patrons, «- 
oept after due judicial proceeding shall 
have been taken. The patron ofa post- 
office furniahee tbe postmaster with his 
address for one purpose only, that is, to 
secure the delivery of his mail. It would 
be an unwarranted act of the postmaster 
to betray the confidence reposed in him 
by furnishing the address to the very 
person (perhaps) whom the patron de- 
sires to avoid. I think the question of 
address lies between the parties them- 
selves, and that the postmaster should 
not be called upon to interfere, or in 
other words perform detective service for 
« creditor."

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Another Dixie Goes Down la a Oolilstoa 


with the Pilgrim. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 17.—There was 


an exciting1 scene on the river yester- 
day afternoon. The steamer Pilgrim 
and the small steamer Dixie came to- 
gether with a crash near the foot of 
Perry street about 2 o'clock. The en- 
ginus of the Pilgrim were stopped at 
once and the vessels separated. Tho 
Dixie gave a lurch and sunk almost im- 
mediately. The crew of the tug Inter- 
national and several people on the dock 
saw the accident and hurried to the rot- 
cue. 


The tug reached the scene in a very 


low moments, and with tho assistance 
of small boats from the Pilgrim and 
from the boathouscs on tho shore suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the passengers nnd 
crew of the sunken boat. There wore 
about twenty passengers and a crew ot 
five men on the Dixie, who jumped 
hurriedly Into the -water, where they 
managed to sustain themselves with 
such floats and pieces of wreck as they 
could catch, until they were picked up. 
It was a narrow escape for them, and 
if it had occurred at night, or if the big 
tug had not been on hand, there would 
have been H sad casualty 


Exciting So»es at > Kldnlffht Fire. 
BROOKLYN, N. Y., July 17.—An ex- 


plosion of gas occurred shortly before 
midnight last night on the third floor 
of the four-story frame building known 
as Vanderbilt Hall, corner of Ewen and 
Moore streets. In a very few minutes 
flames darted from all tho windows at 
the building. The third floor was UEUM} 
as a lodge room, and a meeting of a Gor- 
man organlcatlon had been held there 
previously to the breaking out of the 
fire. Some of the members had re- 
mained in tho building and were enjoy- 
ing a dance. The flames started them 
out in a great hurry and competed 
them to run for their lives. 
About 


forty people 
were present but all 


escaped.

Intense ex- 
citement prevailed among the terror- 
stricken people who inhabited

taany frame buildings in the vicinity, 
aad many of them, fearing the spread 
of tbe fire, began moving their house- 
hold effects into the streets. One of 
the men who was enjoying the dance In 
Vandberbilt hall said that the party 
had a narrow escape. A panic pre- 
vailed In the hall when smoke filled 
the room and several of them dropped 
from the second-story window to the 
street below, but escaped with bruises. 
The fire at 1:46 a. m. was under control. 
No lives were lost.
